G.S.R. 1781/IDRA./30/1/64.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 30 of 
the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central 

Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Registration 
and Licensing of Industrial Undertakings Rules, 1952, the same having been pre¬ 
viously published as required under sub-section (1) of the said section, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Registration and Licensing of Industrial Under¬ 
takings (Amendment) Rules, 1964, 

2. In the Registration and Licensing of Industrial Undertakings Rules, 1952,— 

(1) for the words "Ministry of Commerce and Industry" wherever they occur 
the words "Ministry of Industry and Supply” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-rule (2) of rule 3, for the figures and words “XXXII—Industries 
and Supplies—Miscellaneous Receipts", the figures and words “XXIX— 
Industries—Miscellaneous—Central" shall be substituted; 

(lii) In rule 7— 

(a) In sub-rule (1), after the words “any substantial expansion of", the 

words “or the production or manufacture of any new article in” shall 
be Inserted and after the words ‘‘undertaklnjg^or expansion" wher¬ 
ever they occur the words" "or the production or 'manufacture of the 
new article" shall be inserted; 

(b) in sub-rule (1A), after the words "whtch has been registered”, the 

words "or in respect of which a licence or permission has been 
issued” shall be inserted; 

ic) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely: —

required to be registered under section 10 of the Act but has not 
been so registered ■within the period specified for the purpose, 
after the expiry of such period; or 

(ii) for carrying on the business of an undertaking the registration of 
which has been revoked under section 10A, after such revocation; 
or 

(Ill) for carrying on the business of an undertaking to which the pro¬ 
visions of the Act did not originally apply but became applicable 
after the commencement of the Act tor any reason, after the 
expiry of three months from the date on which the provisions of 
the Act became so applicable; or 

(lv) for carrying on the business of an undertaking to which the provi¬ 
sions of section 10, section 11, section 1IA or clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 13 of the Act did not originally apply on 
account of an exemption order issued under section 29B of the 
Act but became applicable thereafter as a result of the can¬ 
cellation of the exemption order, after the expiry of such period 
as may be specified in the notification cancelling the exemption, 

shall be made in Form EE appended to these rules.
